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Foreword 


For more than one hundred years, the Public Archives of Canada has 
been acquiring a vast collection of documentary resources. Recently, the 
quantity of documents has been doubling about every ten years, while the 
diversity of material has become more and more pronounced, especially 
with the introduction of new technology. 

Almost thirty years ago, the Public Archives of Canada began a 
comprehensive program of preparing finding aids in order to inform 
researchers and other interested persons of the documentation available 
and to make access to consultation easier. In some cases the Public Archives 
has sought to involve other Canadian institutions in this endeavour so 
that union catalogues covering almost all archives of importance could be 
produced. 

Although this program has succeeded in describing a substantial 
portion of the Public Archives’ documentary resources, although 
catalogues of extensive collections of maps and printed matter have 
appeared in private publications, and although every year the annual 
report lists the majority of new accessions and new acquisitions, the 
general public, researchers, and even Canadian archivists have difficulty 
obtaining an accurate and complete overview of the enormous quantity of 
documents of all kinds held by the Public Archives of Canada. 

It thus seemed useful, in fact necessary, to publish a very brief 
description of the resources and services available to users of the 
Archives. Under the title “General Guide Series”, both public and private 
records are described in eight convenient volumes, each prepared by a 
different division of the Archives Branch. 

The Public Archives wishes to thank Harold Naugler, Director of the 
Machine Readable Archives Division, and his staff, Alain Clavet, Co- 
ordinator, and the Publications Division for contributing to the 
preparation and publication of this guide entitled Machine Readable Archives 
Division.

Preface 


The Public Archives of Canada is one of the few national archival 
repositories in the world that has established a program for the appraisal, 
acquisition, processing, description, conservation, and servicing of 
machine readable or computer generated records. Since the establishment 
of the Machine Readable Archives in 1973, members of the Division have 
devoted a considerable amount of time to the adaptation or modification 
of traditional archival principles and practices to electronic data processing. 
In developing these policies and procedures, divisional staff have worked 
closely with colleagues in other institutions and in several international 
associations and organizations. 

Before the publication of the General Guide Series 1983: Machine Readable 
Archives Division, the Division’s holdings were described in a format of 
particular relevance to those researchers who undertake extensive 
research using machine readable data. In this General Guide, those machine 
readable data files acquired from federal government departments and 
agencies have been organized by record group, following the practice of 
the Federal Archives Division. It is our hope that researchers interested in 
the historically valuable textual records created in a particular 
government institution may find it useful to relate this information to 
machine readable records acquired from the same government 
institution. This can be done easily through the record group concept. 
More detailed information on the Division’s holdings can be obtained by 
consulting divisional finding aids or other publications, more particularly 
the Catalogue of Holdings. 

This publication is the result of the work of two individuals. Walter 
Meyer zu Erpen, a graduate student in the Master of Archival Studies Pro- 
gram at the University of British Columbia, as a project during his prac- 
ticum in the Division in the summer of 1983, prepared a finding aid for the 
Division’s holdings according to record group. Katharine Gavrel, the Chief 
of the Documentation and Public Service Section, coordinated the project, 
prepared the introductory chapter, and developed the narratives that 
accompany each of the entries.

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1 Introduction to the 
Machine Readable Archives 
Division 

Brief History 


The Machine Readable Archives (MRA) Division was established 
within the Public Archives of Canada in 1973 to provide archival services 
for historically valuable material in machine readable form. This 
development was compatible with the “total archives” concept described 
by the Dominion Archivist, W.I. Smith, as not only”... the desirability of 
preserving all types of archival material,” but also”... the use of archival 
materials by or for the benefit of the greatest possible number of persons.” 

The necessity of establishing a specialized division within the Archives 
for handling machine readable material can be viewed as a consequence of 
the “information revolution” of the past few decades. This “revolution” is 
characteristic of any complex society such as we find in Canada. As 
information accumulates and the awareness of it increases, manual 
techniques for gathering, managing, and retrieving this information 
become unsuitable and machine intervention is often the only solution. 

In 1973, the Public Archives approached Treasury Board for the 
resources to permit the acquisition, care, and servicing of historically 
valuable material in machine readable form. This request was based upon 
the precepts of existing legislation. The submission documented the 
expenditures of the federal government for electronic data processing 
(EDP) and referred to the fact that no activity had taken place with respect 
to the scheduling and preserving of the material produced by this 
technology. The submission included a scheduling program for EDP 
records of all federal government departments and agencies. It also justified 
the need to extend archival services to EDP material of national significance 
produced in the private sector. 

Treasury Board gave approval for a somewhat lesser program to ensure 
that the “scheduling” and the “safekeeping” of EDP records would be 
accomplished. Thus the MRA was established in the fall of 1973 with a 
staff of two. Since then, further approval by Treasury Board of both 
human and financial resources has allowed the MRA to expand its activities 
to include the processing and servicing of its holdings. There are currently 
eighteen permanent employees in the Division. 


Divisional Responsibilities 
and Organization 


The Machine Readable Archives Division performs archival functions 
for that information in machine readable form deemed to be of archival 
value that has been generated by or for the federal government, and for 


any other such information of national significance. The Division also 
provides guidance and assistance to federal government departments and 
agencies in the management and control of computerized information, as 
well as advice and assistance to individuals, institutions, and associations, 
both inside and outside Canada. 

In order to accomplish these activities, the Division is divided into four 
sections and one unit: 

The EDP Information Systems Section is responsible for assisting personnel in 
federal government departments and agencies in the establishment of 
procedures and mechanisms for controlling the creation, use, 
maintenance, and disposition of information in machine readable form. 

The State, Science, and Natural Resources and Social, Economic and Cultural Sections 
are responsible for the appraisal, acquisition, and processing of informa- 
tion in machine readable form. 

The Documentation and Public Service Section is responsible for the physical 
control, description, conservation, and servicing of the EDP information 
held by the Division. 

The Administrative Services Unit is responsible for the organization and 
control of administrative functions of the Division and the provision of 
support services for divisional staff. 

As the sectional responsibilities indicate, the Machine Readable 
Archives is involved in a wide range of activities from the initial creation of 
the EDP records to the determination of their archival value, as well as 
their description, conservation, and servicing. 


2 Services of the Machine 
Readable Archives Division 


Divisional Reference System 


The Divisional Reference System is composed of the following major 
elements: the automated inventory of Canadian machine readable data 
files, the accession register, the card catalogues, and the divisional publica- 
tions. The Reference System provides access to divisional holdings by title, 
department or source, principal investigator, subject, and record group. 


Automated Inventory of Canadian 
Machine Readable Data Files 


The inventory contains descriptions of machine readable data files and 
computer systems identified in federal government departments and 
agencies and in the private sector. The public sector information contained 
in the data base originates from two government-wide inventories of EDP 
records—one undertaken in 1976 and the other in 1981. The private sector 
information has been obtained from catalogues produced by the now 
defunct Data Clearing House for the Social Sciences. The inventory, 
although not directly accessible to the public, can be used to help locate 
files that are not held by the Division, but that are of interest to researchers. 
It also serves as a reference service to EDP data held by other government 
departments. 


Accession Register 


The accession register provides minimum reference to EDP files 
acquired by the Division. Its primary use is to provide basic information on 
the holdings of the Division, particularly for those files that have been 
acquired but not processed. 


Card Catalogues 


The divisional holdings are catalogued according to the Anglo-American 
Cataloguing Rules. Access to the holdings is by title, principal investigator, 
organization (department or agency), and subject. 

Within the card catalogue system one can find two other indexes: the 
Variable Index and the Record Group Index. The Variable Index can be 
used as a quick reference guide to the contents of the files. The Record 
Group Index organizes the holdings by record group and provides a cross 
reference to the textual records held in the Federal Archives Division. 


Published Finding Aids 


The Division produces a number of publications describing its holdings, 
which are distributed to the research community. The major publication is 
the Catalogue of Holdings, which is published every two years. It contains a 
descriptive entry for each processed file as well as indexes by author, 
subject, and title. Other smaller, more specialized publications are published 
as required. These publications group data files by subject and are 
prepared with a specific research community in mind. 


Research Facilities and Services 


The Machine Readable Archives is open to the public from 8:30 a.m. to 
4:30 p.m. five days a week. The Division does not have a computer of its 
own and all access to data files is through a private sector sevice bureau. 
Direct access to the holdings by the public is not permitted. Researchers 
can consult the various catalogues and the documentation in the Division. 
Archivists are available to assist researchers in locating the information 
requested and to provide any necessary advice. 

There are a number of services provided by the Division: 

® copying of documentation manuals, both in hard copy format as well 
as on microfiche; 

e file copying, which includes a copy of the data file on magnetic tape(s) 
and the support documentation (tape copies are prepared to user 
specifications); and 

@ data extracts and subsets of large data files (again these are done to 
user requirements). 

Occasionally, staff will undertake statistical analysis for researchers 
who may require this kind of assistance. Archivists are available to advise 
researchers on how to use the data and to assist in the development and 
promotion of archival techniques for EDP records. 


3 Description of the Holdings 
of the Machine Readable 
Archives Division 


The Use of the General Guide 


The General Guide to the Machine Readable Archives Division describes the 
Division, its responsibilities and structure, its services, and its holdings. 
The holdings from federal government departments and agencies are 
organized by Record Group (RG) and only the titles of the data files are 
listed. In developing the record group system, the MRA has followed the 
structure of the Federal Archives Division. In a number of cases, record 
group numbers have yet to be assigned by the Federal Archives Division, 
indicating that no textual information has been received from these par- 
ticular government institutions. It is hoped that the organization of the 
Division’s holdings by record group will provide traditional users of the 
Public Archives with new sources of information. Many of the descriptions 
of departmental aims and responsibilities, which are included in the fol- 
lowing pages, have been taken from Access Register 1983, Minister of Supply 
and Services Canada, 1983. In addition to EDP data from federal govern- 
ment institutions, the Machine Readable Archives has acquired copies of 
machine readable data files from a number of associations and organiza- 
tions, from private individuals, and from certain agencies within provincial 
government jurisdictions. These holdings are listed separately. 


Contents of Divisional Holdings 


Computers are used in every aspect of Canadian society, and data held 
by the Division reflect this wide use. Major holdings exist on many sub- 
jects, among them the environment, the non-medical use of drugs, lan- 
guage development and use, the labour force, immigration, government 
training programs, farm marketing, federal elections, and recreation and 
leisure. 


Access to Holdings 


The Division makes every effort to provide as much access as possible to 
its holdings. Some data files contain personal identifiers, and such files are 
restricted under the new Privacy Act. Researchers may apply to use the 
data. The Division, however, tries to remove personal identifiers in order 
to ensure easy access and as wide a distribution as possible. Details on the 
procedures to be followed for the use of records containing personal 
identifiers can be obtained from the staff of the Documentation and 
Public Service Section.
